Eight -on Cruiser Were In-
terned in Germany for
" Five Months

Another bateh of Pennsylvanin's
wounded heroes arrived in New Yorlti
on the crulser 8t Louls, which has been |
tomsed about by the heavy sean for |
the ilast fourtesrr days. Virtually all
of them were from the Twenty-eighth
and Seventy-ninth Divisions, and re-
eelved thelr wounds in the St. Mihlel
and Argonne gffenalve.

In this company, which was made Up
of easunls from the hospitals In the
vielnity of Bordeaux and known ul
Casunl Company 908, there wers elght |
men who for five months endured the

* hardships and privations of various pris. |

on canips throughout Germany. With
the exception of Private Raymond Saf. |
fran, 100th Infantry, Twenty-elghth |
Divislon, who lived at 138 Collins ave-
nus, Baltimore, the men were from
Pennnylvanin.

They were Sergeant Charleas W. Gra-
ham, 112th Infantry, Erle, who was cap-
tured m the fighting at the Verle Miver;
Sergeant Theodors Johnson, 110th In-
fantry, Wilkes-Barre, who waa taken
prisoner In the Chateau Thierry drive,
when a French Infantry regiment was
sumrounded by the enemy; Sergeant
Willam F. Beott, of the Tenth Fleld Ar-
tillery, Third Division, Lebanon, cap-
tured at the Marne while doing llaison
work In ndvance of the Infantry; Prl-
vate George J. Milrath, 112th Infantry,
Bliver Creek PostofMce, New Philadels
phin, taken at Chateau Thisrry; Pri-
Vate James Coffey, 110th Infantry, 2629
Federal street, Philadelphia, nlao taken
ut Chateau Thlerry, and Private Carl
M, Hostetlar, 110th Infantry, Myers-
dale, another victim of the same drive.

Fennsylvania Noys Turn Tide

1t was during the early days of July
of last year, when the Germans almont
succeeded In penetrating the thin line
af Amerieans which blocked the rond to
Paris, that the Twenty-elghth Divislon
was rushed to the sceno to stem the
tide. For two days It almost eeemed as
though the Germans would be succesn-
ful, but them the Pennsylvania boys
rallied and started the ememy back. It |
wis during these critical hours that
the men returning on the St. Louls were |
captured.
¢ The Americans taken by the Germans ‘
In the last drive at Chateau Thierry
weres Immediately rushed to regimental |
headquarters and questioned by the in- |
telligence officers. Thesa ofMcers, firat
by persunnion and then by using threat- |
ening tactics, endeavored to obtain mili-
tary Information. In each Instance the
men refused this Information and as & |
result were conflned n small under- |
ground prisons within range of the Al-
lied guns. Here they were glven scant
rations, and some of them who re-
qureld medical attention becauss of
slight wounds were entirely neglected
by the physicians who came to look them
over.

At the expiration of another forty-
elght hours when the German officers
reallzed that their drive had been a
fallure and that they would be com-
pelled to withdraw, these Pennsyl-
vanians, with a number of other Ameri-
can soldiers who had recelved the same
sbusive treatment, were transferred to
several of the larger prison camps in
Germany.

It was not untll the last days of the
war, when defeat waus obvlous, that the
Germuns ever trented these men In a
humnna manner,

October the American prisoners through-
out Germany were sént to the concentra-
tion camp at Rastatt, where there never |
was any glgn of maltreatment, and even
the food dolled out, although of an in-
ferlor quality, was more sustaining.

Thers were a number of Americans
at this camp who became suspiclous of
this sudden change of attitude and came
to the conclusion that it was a sort of
propaganda_campalgn., An Investigation
was begun’ by the men and measures
taken to prevent the campalgn from
belng successful.
